The an cg of Fascist leaders in Europe would not mean much 
on tliis sade of the Atlantic war : it not for the fact that there are a 
good many Americans who are inclined to believe that Fascism does 
have its uses as an antidote to BoLhev rn. 
That the Fascists in Italy choke., off radicalism at a crucial 
moment is obvious. The question, however, is whether the cure is not 
Vv'orse than the disease. 
Just now Germany is having a chance to digest the revelations 
that followed a series of raids on the headquarters of Hitler’s organ­ 
ization. They make significant and ominous reading. 
A plot to plunge Germany into civil war and seize the govern­ 
ment by force was discovered; and the plot was typical of Fascism 
in all countries. 
Rejected by the voters at the polls, Fascism would 
the offices it wants anyway— for one of the hallmarks of the Fascist 
is that he is always quite sure that he knows just exactly what ought 
lo be done for his feliow-citizens and is willing to do it for them re­ 
gardless of their wishes. 
All of this, in other words, simply emphasizes anew the fact 
that the Fascism is as cojnplete a denial of freedom, democracy and 
individual rights as Communism is. And it comes from the same con­ 
ditions that produce Communism. 
Each of these divergent philosophies of government is a 
philosophy of despair. 
Men do not become Fascicts, or Communists, 
unless they are convinced that things are so very bad that they could 
not possibly get any worse. 
Hitler may have lost the election in Ger­ 
many, but the size of the vote he polled shows that an enormous pro­ 
portion of Germany’s citizens had reached the point at which they were 
willing to put their destinies in his hands. 
And the whole thing, boiled down, resolves itself into a salu- 
■ary warning for people on this.side of the ocgan. 
. . . 
Fascism, like Bolshevism, is a sign that a nation is deadly sick. 
It is as violent, as ruthless and as dictatorial as Bolshevism is; it means 
revolution just as surely as Bolshevism does; it is just as fatal to the 
common man’s rights.

It was slightly a » g to learn, via recent cable dispatches 
from Moscow, that several hundred Americans who went lo Russia 
during the past summer and fail looking for jobs have been asked to 
return to the United States. 
Russia has no jobs for them and can’t 
be bothered looking after them. 
Jobs may be scarce on this side of the sea, and the land where 
the worker is king may look very glittering and attractive; but the 
milleniurh, evidently, has not yet dawned. 
The American job hunter who decides to pull up stakes and 
throw his lot in with the Communists on their native heath takes a step 
much like that of the individual wholeaps out of the frying pan only 
to land right in the middle of a nice, hot fire.

OUR INCOME TAXES— 


Advocates of the sales tax insist that if their plan is not adopted 
the income tax rates will have to be jacked up very substantially. The 
inference is that those rates are already about as high as they well can 
be, and that to raise them much more would be to tax the ordinary 
citizen out of house and home. 
In view of this, a comparison of American income tax rates 
with the rates in force in other countries is interesting, 
income of $2000 a year now pays no tax at all. What would he pay 
In the United States, a married man with one child and an 
elsewhere? 
In Germany he would pay $215 a year. 
In Italy he would 
pay $218. 
In France he would pay $104. 
In England he would 
pay $63. 
How about the higher brackets? 
An American earning $10,- 
000 a year now pays $^23; in England he would pay $1800. On a 
$100,000 income, the American pays $16,245; in England he would 
pay $48,000. 
Our rates, apparently, could be a little bit higher.
